determined to take up their residence 
here, regardless of consequences, under- 
going the many privations, and braving: 
the hardships of a remote and snowy wil- 
derness; men who are now by their daily 
labor reaping the reward of an energet- 
1c, pérsevering and ‘judicious people, ac- 
‘cumulatiug from ten to forty dollars per 
day \o'the man. The Blue Raver mihes 
though in their’ infancy, yet bid fair to 
become one of the richest pomts, for mi- 
ning in the Rocky Mountains. As the 
show disappears- better and richer dig- 
gmgs are found.’ iso 
The recent discoveries in this region 
afe too tedious {o‘méntion, though I will 
give the followmg. A few days ago a 
guich ‘was discovered ori the westside of 
thé river opposite Swan éreek, which af- 
ter twenty inches stripping, prospects 
thitteen cents to the pan, on an average, 
to the bed rock, The ;bed_roek 18 only 
five feét frém the surface. Another dis- 
covery on the French Gulch prospeéts 
from five to thirteen cents to the pan, and 
the bed rock is not yet reached. Anoth- 
er formerly known as the Negro Gulch, 
which was slightly prospected last fall and 
abandoned as poor pay, has recently yiel- 
ded one dollar and eighteen cents to the 
pan New diggings.in the west bank of 
the river promise so flattering that men 
are fixing for operation there too. Good 
sndications of rich leads are found, and 
some leads already discovered but not yet 
tested. A great many sluices are m op- 
eration, which yield from three to twelve 
dollars aday to the man, but 1t should be 
remembered that owing to the cold frosty 
nights, freezing ice froma half inch to 
an inch in thickness, that men cannot work 
more than three fourths of theday. The 
weather has been remarkably fine for 
several days past except last Sunday 
which is said to have been the worst, and 
most disagreeable day during the winter, 
especially on the range where it snowed, 
and the wind blew so cold that jt nearly 
took the breath of those crossing over that 
day. | 
The snow has about! all disappeared 
except on north hill sides and jn thick 
umber, where it remains three or four 
feet deep. There have been twelve or 
fifteen head of beef cattle driven across 
the range; but as the trail is not in good 
traveling condition, we have not yet been 
visited with apy pack animals, but are ex~ 
pecting a large train ina few days.~ 
Grazing 1s pretty good, stock can hve 
reasonably well from now on. The erec- 
tion of mers cabins, and the call of mı- 
ners meetings, and organizing, new dis~ 
tribts, have become almost a daily occur- 
rence.
